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FIGHT WITH COMMUNISTS 
IS TOTAL - SAYS LOVESTONE 


The cause of freedom is in trouble today. Look beyond 
the safe limits of your own community. You see Communists 
advancing in South Vietnam, fomenting anti-American unrest 
in Latin America, threatening the world with the explosion 
of 50-megaton nuclear bombs. 

As Jay Lovestone, a student of Communist intentions 
and strategies in and out of the Communist Party for 40 
years, comments: 

“‘For the first time in history we (in the United States) 
are faced with an enemy with the power to destroy us.” 

Such is the crisis we face in the 1960’s. How well we 
meet the many critical events caused by the Communists in 
the months ahead will decide the fate of free societies for 
decades to come. 

What is this enemy and how can we combat him? Jay 
Lovestone, Director of International Publications for the 
AFL-CIO, gave the following guidelines to delegates at the 
12th Annual Meeting of the All-American Conference in 
Washington, D.C. eaglier this month. 


Four Key Points 


First - ‘‘We are fighting the most reactionary movement 
in history. (Under Communism) the peasant is chained to the 
land and the worker to his job. Minorities are without rights. 
Intellectuals are being formed into molds. This is a throw- 
back in history. Six hundred years of progress we have made 
in the West is being threatened.” 


Second - ‘‘A Communist is an agent of a foreign power 
seeking to destroy the country in which he works ... The 
enemy claims we have bases around the world. But he has 
bases behind the lines in every country of the free world - the 
Communist Parties ... Communists should be excluded from 
office in every organization.” 


Third - ‘‘In a real sense, we are at war. There is no 
peaceful co-existence with an enemy whose aim is to des- 
troy you. You either fight him down the line or he licks you 
down the line.” 


Fourth - There has been no basic change in Communist 
intentions under Khrushchev. ‘‘Khrushchevism is streamlined 
Stalinism ... Who is tyrant makes little difference; it’s a 
system of tyranny.”’ 

We have two weaknesses in combatting Communism, Mr. 
Lovestone added. One is ‘‘the weakening of faith in free 
society.’’ The other is ‘‘wishful thinking that they (the 
Communists) will mellow ... Brutes never mellow with time.’’ 

We can win against Communists if we strengthen the 
free society we have, and recognize the war the Communists 
are waging against us, and decide to win it he concluded. 
“Our ideas will live as long as people are ready to die for 
them.”’ 
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The All-American Conference includes some 50 
national organizations. Its purpose is to provide leaders 
of these organizations and other Americans with accurate, 
up-to-date information on the aims and programs of the 
World Communist Movement which seeks to undermine 
and destroy free institutions which these organizations 
support. 

One AAC activity is distribution of FREEDOM’s 
FACTS, which quotes at times from Communist sources, 
to give citizens a clearer understanding of current Com- 
munist objectives and tactics. Only when Americans know 
of Communist plans before they become fully operative 
can they recognize and defeat them. 


MOSCOW COUNTDOWN 


THE RIFT BETWEEN MOSCOW AND PEIPING ‘is shak- 
ing Communist Parties around the world. Experts here say 
that this rift will become more severe in months to come. The 
reason: Chinese Communists claim that Khrushchev is de- 
viating from pure Marxism-Leninism, and Khrushchev says the 
Red Chinese are impractical. This fight already has loosened 
Moscow’s hold over little Albania, and could loosen her hold 
over other satellites. The danger to the West is that both 


‘Moscow and Peiping have decided to prove the rightness of 


their own positions on the basis of which will be most suc- 
cessful in defeating free societies and in spreading Com- 
munism. If both approaches fail, we can expect sharp up- 
heavals in both the Soviet Union and Communist China. 


NUCLEAR TESTING BY THE SOVIET UNION has se- 
riously damaged support some Japanese have been giving the 
USSR. The testing has split the Japanese-Soviet Society 
wide open, with leading non-Communist members reported to 
be resigning, while Communist members stoutly claim the 
Soviet resumed nuclear testing in self-defense. 


MANAGERIAL FAILURES IN THE USSR’S centralized 
economy are costing the Communist economy millions of 
rubles worth of production a year. Speakers at the Party’s 
22nd Congress this month blamed bad planning for the un- 
used machinery and idle factories. They reported inadequate 
supplies of metals, pipes, new machinery, fertilizers, auto- 
mobile tires, and paper. 
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U.S. COMMUNISTS ATTACK 
INTERNAL SECURITY ACT 


Communists in the United States are still enraged by the 
U.S. Supreme Court decision that the McCarran Act (Internal 
Security Act of 1950) is constitutional. 

Under the Act, the Communist Party has been found to 
be an agent of a foreign power. The Party has been ordered 
to register as such with the U.S. Attorney General. In addi- 
tion, individual Party members must register and all Party 
publications must be marked ‘‘Communist.”’ 

But don’t expect Communists to comply with court orders 
to register. Party Secretary Gus Hall has vowed to fight 
back. In ‘‘Political Affairs’? (October 1961) Communists urge 
the formation of ‘‘some 50 committees in localities through- 
out the land’’ to help the newly-formed National Assembly 
for Democratic Rights to fight against the McCarran Act. 

They urge sending telegrams and letters to the President 
and the Attorney General; they urge ‘‘resolutions from unions, 
churches and organizations’’ opposing the Act. 


Urge Rallies and Marches 


Other plans they suggest include assemblies ‘‘for Demo- 
cratic Rights’’ on city, county or state-wide basis; public 
meetings, rallies, radio and television programs; and such 
‘‘demonstrative and dramatic action’’ as a ‘‘moving picket 
line’, a “‘Civil Liberties Walk’’, a ‘‘Vigil for Political Free- 
dom’’ and other public actions. 

In a final word to Party members, ‘‘Political Affairs’ 
declares, ‘‘The key to success of this National Assembly is 
the work of local committees under whatever name or aus- 
pices such committees may function. 

The first of many demonstrations on this issue already 
have been held - on campuses of two colleges in New York 
City. And here is how these events were developed, as re- 
ported by ‘‘The Worker’? (November 7, 1961). 


First Demonstrations in New York City 


On October 10 the Marxism Discussion Club of Queens 
College invited Communist Party leader Benjamin J. Davis, 
Jr. to speak. Queens College President, Dr. Harold W. Stoke, 
cancelled Davis’ appearance on the campus, basing his ac- 
tion on international developments and ‘‘recent decisions of 
the Supreme Court.’’ 

The recent Supreme Court decision apparently involved 
was the one which upheld the constitutionality of the Mc- 
Carran Act, under which the Communist Party and Communist 
Party members were found to be agents of a foreign power; 
that is, of the Soviet Union. 

On October 25 a student rally was held at Queens 
College protesting the decision of the College President in 
banning Davis’ appearance. Students wore ‘‘Ban The Ban’’ 
buttons, provided by some unidentified source. 


Demonstrations Spread 


The protest demonstration spread to the campus of City 
College of New York, where a rally was held on November 2. 
This rally urged CCNY President Harry N. Rivlin to with- 
draw his support of the ban at Queens College. 

Some students at Columbia University and at Bernard 
College also protested the ban. The New York metropolitan 
regional council of the National Students Association pro- 
tested the ban. All of them based their opposition to the ban 
on the basis that it was an “‘infringement of academic free- 
dom.”’ 

Protesters claimed they had ‘‘a right to Hear’’ any- 
one they chose to hear “‘regardless of their political affil- 


iations.’’ They demanded the right ‘‘to move freely in a 
world of ideas.’’ 


Real Red Role Ignored 


None noted that the Communist Party and Communist 
Party members had been found to be agents of a foreign 
power. None noted that the foreign power in question is 
seeking to impose a system on the world in which there is 
no free movement of ideas. 

Furthermore, a Progressive Youth Organizing Committee 
issued a statement opposing the ban. The committee state- 
ment said in part that the committee feels that the ban 
“poses serious questions not only for the campuses but for 
American society as a whole.’’ This is an obvious try to 
spread debate over this issue beyond the campus and into 
surrounding communities. 


Now, make a brief review of what has happened. 


1. A Marxist study group asks a Communist to speak. 

2. College authorities prohibit the Communist from 
speaking. 

3. A small, really a very small, group of students pro- 
test - not directly on the issue of whether or not to 
let a Communist speak - but on the issue of academic 
freedom. 

4. A larger protest rally is held on another college 
campus. This protest enlarges the area of conflict on 
the issue of academic freedom. 

5. A special youth committee tries to further enlarge the 
conflict by stating that it raises questions for ‘‘Amer- 
ican society as a whole.’’ 


Lenin’s Advice on Agitation 


Now compare this chain of events with well-known Com- 
munist tactics. 

Commented V.I. Lenin in ‘‘What Is To Be Done’’: ‘‘We 
must make it our business to stimulate in the minds of those 
who are dissatisfied only with the university . . . conditions 
the idea that the whole political system is worthless. . .We 
must train our workers. . .to become political leaders able 
to guide all the manifestations of this universal struggle, 
able at the right time to ‘dictate a positive program of action’ 
for the discontented students. . . .etc.’’ 

Comments Communist Party, USA,General Secretary Gus 
Hall: ‘‘All activities must serve the mass struggle; all must 
be designed to bring about the involvement of broad masses, 
and the development of greater clarity, unity, militancy a- 
mong them.”’ 

Such is the challenge. To defeat Communist-backed at- 
tacks against the McCarran Act we must take an active part 
in making it clear in evety community and on every campus 
that: 


1. The issue is not one of academic freedom, nor of free 
discussion of ideas, nor of civil rights. 

2. The issue is one of using extra-legal methods of 
agitation and demonstration to fight against an Act 
passed by Congress, enacted into law, and upheld 
by the U.S. Supreme Court. 

3. The decision of any college or university president 
to ban the appearance on the campus of a person 
judged by the courts as an agent of a foreign power 
is within his right to make. 


It doesn’t make sense to go shouting into the streets in 
favor of inviting an agent of a foreign tyranny which seeks 
to ‘‘bury’’ us to tell us how to make our free democratic 
society better. Students will realize this point if it is pre- 
sented to them on a reasonable basis. 


PARTY SLOGANS SHOW 
NO HOPE FOR COMPROMISE 


The October Revolution slogans of the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union show little change in Communist inten- 
tions toward the free world. 

These slogans are more than political by-words. They 
are rallying cries of the Communist world. They are guides 
to action during the coming year. 

The first guide is this: 

*‘Glory to Great October, which inaugurated a new era 
in the history of mankind - the downfall of capitalism and the 
establishment of communism.”’ 

Communists, of course, want to ‘‘build communism”’ in 
the Soviet Union, but they want to build it everywhere else, 
too. 

The list of slogans tries to sell ‘‘Marxism-Leninism’’ 
as ‘‘the powerful ideological weapon on the working people 
of the whole world.’’ The list urges ‘‘Proletarians of all 
countries, unite.’’ 


Greetings to ‘‘Fraternal Parties’”’ 

Naturally, the Soviet Reds send greetings ‘‘to the fra- 
ternal community and workers parties’’ which include the 
Communist Party, USA, and hail ‘‘the unbreakable unity and 
cohesion ofthe great army of communists of the whole world.” 

Kremlinologists - as Soviet-Communist experts are 
coming to be called - may make much of the many peoples to 
which the CPSU sends special greetings. The list starts 
with Communist Chinese and Albanians, includes the Bri- 
tish, Americans and French near the end of the list, and 
winds up with the Japanese. 

Significantly, the greetings are sent only to those 
Japanese ‘‘struggling against American military bases on 
their territory.’’ 

The list of slogans discloses great concern in the Krem- 
lin with improving ‘‘military disclipine’’ and ‘‘combat readi - 
ness’’, and with increasing the productivity of Soviet farms 
and factories. 


Beat The U.S. - Slogans Urge 


States slogan number 51: ‘‘Let us catch up with and ex- 
ceed the United States of America in per capita production 
of goods.”’ 

This won’t be easy, we learn from other slogans. In 
fact, the sloganeers warn, ‘‘Working people of the Soviet 
Union! By his labor, every Soviet man advances the triumph 
of communism. Struggle for the steadfast implementation of 
the principle of the builders of communism: ‘He who does 
not work, shall not eat,’ ”’ 

This sounds a lot like Captain John Smith in the earliest 
pioneer days in America, and a far cry from the communist 
utopian ideal of ‘‘from each according to his ability, to each 
according to his needs.”’ 

What these and other slogans of October 1961 do reveal 
is a barracks society waging a war for world victory; a war 
in which it is aided by ‘“‘fraternal communist and workers 
parties’’ behind the lines of countries under attack. 

The West so far has no slogans to match these. We have 
not yet decided that we are in a war which we are determined

A CODE OF ETHICS for the fight against Communism has 
just been formulated and issued by the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars of the United States. The 10-point Code, as announced 
by V.F.W’s National Commander-in-Chief Robert E. Hansen, 
stresses working at the grassroots level to make freedom 
stronger and to fight Communists on the basis of issues 
rather than personalities. The Code specifically states: 
‘We will not resort to gossip-mongering, name-calling tac- 
tics, or characterize any individual or organization as Com- 
munist on our own authority. We regard such actions as 
threatening the basic freedoms which we are striving to de- 
fend.’’ Cotamander-in-Chief Hansen reports that response of 
posts and of the public to the Code has been good.

LATIN AMERICA .-- 
WHAT THE REDS WANT NOW 


Blas Roca, the Communist chief in Cuba, has given us a 
good look at the program Communists are now promoting 
throughout Latin America. 

The pattern is worth keeping in mind as you read news- 
paper reports of unrest, revolt and coup de etat. For the 
pattern moves ahead step-by-step. Judging one step by it- 
self and out of context may lead to false reassurances. 

Here is the pattern as Blas Roca presents it: 

1. Form a united front of the working class, petty urban 
and national bourgeoisie built ‘‘around a clear-cut 
program of struggle against tyranny and imperialism’ 
and for “‘reconstruction to improve living and working 
conditions.”” The ‘‘petty and national bourgeoisie’’ 
are native capitalists. 

2. Form a people’s militia based upon the workers and 
poor peasants. Use this militia to seize power and to 
maintain state control once power is gained. 

3. Expose the links between the national bourgeoisie 
and land owners_on one hand and the imperialists on 
the other. 

. Nationalize United States-owner properties.

. Establish agrarian reform; that is, confiscate large 
estates and give small land parcels to some peasants; 
put others on cooperative or state-operated farms. 

7. Engineer the complete take-over by the Government 

of the banks, transportation and foreign trade. 

8. Set up Government organizations to run the economy. 


The Key To Red Success 

The key to the success of this revolution, says Blas 
Roca, is in convincing peoples of Latin America that they 
cannot improve conditions ‘“‘without taking the socialist 
path.”’ 

Once this decision is taken, Communists need only push 
here and pull there and guide a little somewhere else, then 
finally demonstrate that only they - the Communists - know 
how to rule the new society. 

To force this basic decision for socialism, Communists 
promote hate-America and hate-American business feeling. 
To force this decision, they seek to create as much chaos 
and confusion as they can. 

The challenge free peoples face is tremendous. We must 
show peoples of Latin America that they can progress rap- 
idly in freedom. The impact must be made not only upon 
Government. officials, but upon the common people - the 
ones Communists exploit and form into the militia which 
can give the Reds the power they seek. 

Latin Americans seek only realization of their aspira- 
tions, hopes, ideals and dreams. They deserve better than 
what the Communists have in store for them.

STRAWS IN THE RED WIND 


CUBA - Cuba’s President Osvaldo Dorticos is now praising 
the Soviet Union for her support of Cuba during the Castro 
takeover as well as since. He said, ‘‘The Cuban Revolution 
was able to perform its historic feat not just because of the 
Cuban people’s determination but also because of the soli- 
darity from Latin Americans, Asians, and Africans, and very 
valuable support from the socialist countries, particularly 
the Soviet Union.”’ 

URUGUAY - Communists have opened a research center in 
Montevideo to popularize Marxism-Leninism in Uruguay and 
to apply it to the problems on the country. Reds will arrange 
courses, study circles, lectures and seminars, and publish 
various books and papers to gain this end. 

COMMUNIST PARTY MEMBERSHIP IS GOING UP, says 
Moscow. Italian Communists report 120,896 new members 
from January to June 1961; there are 874 new Communists 
in Britain; and the Indonesian Communist Party has reached 
a total of 2,000,000 - the biggest organized party in the 
country. 

VIOLENT REVOLUTION? Yes,says ‘‘World Marxist Re- 
view’? (October 1961.) This publication of the World Com- 
munist Movement declares, ‘‘The working class, naturally, 
will do everything to come to power by peaceful means, 
while at the same time being ready to use violence should 
this be necessary...The Communist Parties consider it 
essential to master all forms of struggle and, whenever 
necessary, be able quickly to change them.’’ This is the 
‘*stick up your hands or I’ll shoot’? school of conquest used 
by what we usually call ‘‘stick-up men.”’ 

MOSCOW POWER STRUGGLE - The ghoulish removal of 
Stalin’s body from the Lenin-Stalin tomb in Red Square and 
expulsion of Molotov, Voroshilov and Kaganovich from the 
Party, should not distract attention from the curious re- 
shuffling of the Party Presidium. Ignatov, Furtseva and 
Mukhidinov, who helped Khrushchev win over the so-called 
anti-Party group in 1957, were dropped from the Presidium. 
Many remaining on the Presidium were Party leaders under 
Stalin or are younger politicians who trace their rise to power 
to persons and groups other than Khrshchev. The Soviet 
military, to mention one power group, now appears to have a 
stronger hand in Soviet policy than they did a year ago. 
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
